Mark  Twain  at  Niagara. 

Niagara  Falla  mods  of  tbe  fiuest  atrnc- 
tores  in  tbe  world.  I  have  been  visiting 
tbi*  favorite  watering  place  recently,  for 
tbe  firxt  time,  and  was  well  pleased. 

A  gentleman  who  wits  with  me  suid  it 
was  customary  to  be  disappointed  in  the 
Falls,  but  that  subsequent  visits  were 
sure  to  set  that  all  right.  He  said  it  was 
so  with  him.  He  said  that  tbe  first  time 
be  went,  back  fares  were  so  much  high* 
er  tbao  tbe  Falls  that  tbe  Falls  appear* 
ed  insignificant.  But  that  is  oil  regulated 
now. 

Tbe  back  men  have  been  named,  num¬ 
bered.  and  placarded  and  blackguarded, 
and  brought  into  subjection  to  tbe  law, 
and  dosed  with  morul  principle  till  they 
are  as  meek  as  missionaries. 

They  Hie  divided  into  two  -  claus  now, 
tbe  Regulars  aud  tbe  Privateers,  and 
they  employ  their  idle  time  in  yyuruing 
the  people  u gainst  each  other.  Tbe 
Regulars  are  under  tbe  lrotel  banners, 
and  the  Privateers  prowl  darkly  on  neu¬ 
tral  grounds  aud  pick  off  stragglers  at 
half  price. 

Rut  there  are  no  more  outrages  and 
extortions.  That  sort  of  thing  cured  it¬ 
self.  It  made  tbe  Falls  unpopular  by 
gettiug  into  tbe  newspapers  ;  aud  when¬ 
ever  a  public  evil  achieves  that  sort 
of  success  for  itself  its  days  ure  number¬ 
ed. 

Jt  became  apparent  that  either  tbe 
Fulls  had  to  be  discontinued,  or  tbe  liuck- 
men  bad  to  suliside.  They  could  not 
dam  tbe  Falls,  so  they  did  tbe  backmeD. 
One  cun  be  comfortable  and  happy  there 
now. 

I  drank  up  most  of  the  American  Falls 
before  I  learned  that  the  waters  were  not 
medicinal.  Why  are  people  leftiu  igno¬ 
rance  this  way?  I  might  have  gone  on 
and  ruined  a  fine  property  merely  fur 
tbe  want  of  trifling  information. 

Aud  yet  tbe  sources  of  information  are 
not  meagre  at  Niagara  Falls.  You  are 
sometimes  iu  doubt  what  you  ought  to 
do,  but  you  are  seldom  in  doubt  con¬ 
cerning  what  you  must  do.  If  au  infant 
can  read, that  infant  is  measurably  safe  at 
Niagara. 

If  you  room  nt  tbe  hotel  you  will  find 
your  course  marked  out  iu  the  most  con¬ 
venient  way,  by  means  of  placards  on 
tbe  wall  like  these: 

“Pull  tbe  bell-rope  gently,  but  don’t 
jerk.”  \ 

_“JL?oit  you*  door.” 

“Don’t  scrape  mutches  on  tbe  walls  or 

furniture.” 

“Turn  off  yonr  gas  when  you  retire.” 

“Tie  up  your  dog.” 

“.If you  put  your  Boots  outsido  tbe 
door  they  will  be  blacked,  but  the 
house  will  not  be  responsible  for  their 
return.” 

This  is  a  confusing  and  tanglesome 
proposition,  because  it  moves  you  to  de¬ 
liberate  long  aud  painfully  as  to  whether 
it  will  really  be  any  object  to  you  to  have 
your  boots  blackened  uuieas  they  are  re¬ 
turned. 

“Give  yonr  key  to  the  omnibus  driver 
if  you  forget  and  carry  it  off  with 
you.” 

Outside  tbe  bote),  wherever  you  *\vau- 
dtr  you  are  intelligently  assisted  by  tbe 
bigus.  You  cannot  come  to  grief  as  long 
os  you  are  in  your  right  mind  with  so 
many  instructions  to  keep  track  of.  Fur 
iustauce: 

“Keep  off  tbe  grass.” 

“Don’t  climb  tbe  trees.” 

“Hands  off  tbe  vegetables." 

“Don't  bitch  your  horse  to  the  shrub¬ 
bery.” 

“Visit  the  Cave  of  the  Winds.” 

“Have  your  portrait  taken  in  yonr  car¬ 
riage.  ” 

C“Forty  per  cent,  in  gold  levied  on  all 
peanuts  aud  other  Indian  curiosities  pur¬ 
chased  iu  Canada.  ” 

“Photographs  of  the  Falls  taken  here." 

“Visitors  will  pleasa  notify  the  super¬ 
intendent  of  any  neglect  ou  tbe  part  of 
employees  to  charge  for  commodities  or 
servicts.”  (No  inuttention  of  this  kind  is 
observed.) 

“Don’t  throw  stones  down  ;  there 
might  b#people  below.” 

Tbe  proprietors  will  not  be  responsible 
for  parties  who  jump  over  tbe  Falls.” 
(More  shaking  of  responsibility — it  ap¬ 
pears  to  be  tbe  prevailing  thing  here.) 

I  always  bold  a  high  regard  for  tbe 
signers  of  tbe  Declarutioo  of  Indepen¬ 
dence,  but  now  they  do  not  really  .seem 
to  amount  to  much  along  with  tbe  sign¬ 
ers  of  Niagara  Falls. 

To  tell  tbe  truth,  the  mnltitndes  of 
signs  annoyed  me.  It  was  because  I  no¬ 
ticed  at  lost  that  they  happen  to  prohib¬ 
it  exactly  the  very  thing  I  was  just  want-, 
ing  to  do. 

I  desired  to  roll  on  tbe  grass  ;  tbe  sign 
prohibited  it,  I  longed  to  smoke ;  a 
sign  prohibited  it  Aud  I  was  just  in 
the  act  of  throwing  a  stone  over  to  astou- 
iab  and  pulverize  such  persons  parties  as 
might  be  picnicing  below,  when  a  sign  I 
have  just  mentioned  forbade  that  Even 
that  satisfaction  was  denied  me,  and  I 
was  s  friendless  orphan. 

There  was  no  resource  now  bat  to  seek 
consolation  in  the  flowing  bowl.  I  drew 
my  flask  from  my  pocket  bat  it  was  all 
in  vain.  A  sign  confronted  me,  which
